In obedience tele act incorporating the Bank of the State 6f 
Tennessee, the president and directors herewith transmit to your 
honorable body a report of the condition of the institution. The 
present state and condition ofthe principal bank will.appear by a 
statement of the cashier marked A. l 

The situation of the funds in -the branch bank at Knoxville, as 
furnished by the cashier, appears in statement marked B. > - 

The apportionment of part of the fund set apart for common 
schools, appears in statement C. The great difficulty of ascertains 
ing the amount of the school fund, induced the directory to make. a 
partial apportionment, leaving the balance, when ascertained, for 
subsequent allotment. . : 

Every exertion has been made to comply with the requisitions of 
the several acts relative to this fund; but they have been fourid un- 
usually perplexing. The principal difficulty they have had to en- 
counter, was thecadjustmient of the balances due~from-the agents 
‘where they had more in their hands than their proportion. - . 

The act of last session directed an apportionment to be made on.a 


‘basis of free white population when compared with the whole ' 


amount of money in' the agencies, as well as the available fundi in 
the bank, which, by the act of 1827, was vested in common schools. 
The act of 1829, required the president and directors te call .in 
from those counties which have more than their proportion, and add 
to those which have not their proportion, until the equalization takes 
place. Whena balance was found in favor of the bank, the agent 
was dirécted not to hand over the funds to the common school com- 
missioners, unless -they would, in their corporate capacity, enter into 
an obligation to the bank, to repay the surplus out of the 10 per cent 
calls, which have, ina few instances, been complied with. The 
common school commissioners, in, some counties, as soon.as they 
were organized, forthwith demanded of the agents all books, papers, 
notes and moneys in their hands, without any regard to instructions 
from the bank; which, from the provisions of the fifth section of the 
act of 1831, it would seem they were'entitled todo. With regard 
to the counties containing school lands many difficulties have arig- 
en. The directory possessed no official information to enable them 
to act where the county courts failed to appoint persóns to take the 
enumeration of the citizens residing in townships owning school 
lands. ` They, however, issued a circularin the month of February, 
to all the agents in those counties in West Tennessee which they ün-- 
derstood possessed such lands, appointing them to take.the census in 
the event of the courts refusing or neglecting to appoints. two coun-

sembly, the undersigned, one of the Public Printers for the’ State of 
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‘Tennessee; in behalf of himself and associate, F. S. Heiskell, Esq. 
of Knoxville, would respectfully represent, 2 E. 
That by the act of 1809, the Public Printer is required to. deli- 
ver the Acts of “each and every session,” to the Clerks of the Cours. 
ty: Courts, “within three months from and after the rise of cachand 
every session of the Legislature.” But in order to enable the Pub. 
lic Printer to comply with this requisition, it is further provided in 
‘the same act, that the Secretary of State for (he time being, shall 
farnish him “with copies of the different acts’ passed at this and 
every subsequent session, as soon as possible after they ‘are sigriéd 
by the Speakers and lodged in his office, on the printes, applying 
for such copies, so as to enable such printer to commence printing 
the laws as they are severally passed, and not subject him to the delay 
that may arise from waiting until the whole of theacts are copied.” This 
salutary provision of the act of 1809 which was intended to relieve 
the Public Printer from the inconvenience and delay of waiting 
until the whole'of the acts of cach session are passed, and to allow 
him an opportunity of commencing his work and keeping pace with 
the Legislature, so that he might complete his, almasi as soon as 
they had finished theirs, has been rendered d eY nugatory by 
tlie practice which has for some years prevailed with. the Legisla- 
ture,of delaying the passage of the printing bill until the very close 
of the session.—The Secretary of State may, indeed, furnish copies 
of the acts as they are passed, but itis well known to your honoras 
ble body; that not a type can be set nor a sheet struck off, until the 
Legislature fix upon the number to be printed, and the form and 
mannerin which thé work is to be donc. "e MEM 
By reference fo the acts of the last session of the General As- 
sembly, it will be perceived, that the printing bill was passed’ on 
the very last day of the séssion.. Of course, therefore, it was not 
in the’ power of the Public Printers (o commence work until after 
the risé of the, session: But notwithstanding this, the. Acts and 
Journals might and would have been printed and delivered much 
more proraptly than they were, but for a circumstance which it was 
impossible forthe Public Printers to guard against. For, many 
years past, the acts have been printed on paper of a particularsize— 
Super-royal. Paper of this size had been accordingly ordered" by 
the undersigned from his paper manufacturer, in anticipation of the 
passage of the law. When, however, the law was passed on, the 
last day of the.session, the size of the. pages was considerably en- 
larged, and it was subsequently ascertained that it would be impos- 
sible to print the Acts in the manner prescribed; spon Super-royal 
paper—the kind of paper which has hefetofore been üsed for that 
purpose, and upon which the undersigned expected to have printed 
them. He had, therefore, to cast about and procure paper óf a differs 
ent size—Mediumz-from what had been heretofore u-ed, and iu this 
undertaking, he experienced much trouble, difficulty and delay. Not , 
a ream of the proper kind could be obtained here. Nor could it be 
obtained at Knoxville in tinie? No other alternative was left but to 
procure it from Louisville. But bere new diffcultics arose. ‘Fhe 
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rivers were blocked v up with ice, .and muéh time elapsed before the 
paper could be had, and then a portion of it had to be manufactur- 
ed at the Mill.

tion, and to create a power by which. the external relations- of the 
confederation should be ‘conducted, in relation to all foreign States, 
and not for municipal purposes, which properly belong to and are 
reserved by the States. ‘These views clearly impress themselves up- 
on the mind, from an examination of the wl-defined and precise 
powers enumerated in the Constitution, as n to the Congress of 
the United States: but if a doubt could be created as to the con- 
struction and meaning of these powers, it has been removed by the 
9th and 10th amendments of the instrument, which declare, that the 
enumeration of certain rights shall not be construed to deny or dis- 
parage others retained by the people, and: that the powers not dele- 
gated to the United States, nor prohibited to. the States, are reserv- 
ed to the States respectively, or io the people, Notwithstanding this, . 
the General Assembly has seen the Federal Government usurping 
the right of regulating by law the labor ofa portion of the people— 
imposing unequal and heavy burthens upon a portion of the States, 
by way of duties, not for the payment of the public debt, but in or- 
der to protect the manufactures of another portion of the States. 

2dly.—It has usurped the power to raise large sums of money 
from those duties, which has in part -been expended, and it desires 
to raise more to be expended, in wild and visionary schemes of inter- 
nal improvements—in the makirg of roads, canals, opening rivers, 
creeks, &c.— which, under the $pecious name of the American Sys- 
` tem, is intended to dazzle the understanding and corrupt the morals 

of the people, by an appeal to their individual interests, avarice or. 
ambition. A . 

And 3dly—it has more than once assumed the right to create a 
bank charter, under the specious but imposing name of the ‘United 
States Bank, in which case the:highest act of the most sovereign 
and unlimited powér was invejved. ` AN p^ oe 
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: « In relation to- the latter assumption, it is true that the patriotic 
and venerable President of the United States has interposed his:con- - 
stitutional right of Veto, whereby it is hoped that this. aristocratic: 
and monopolizing monster will be strangled. : í fer 
This enumeration is deemed sufficient at this time to call forth the 
expression of the opinions of the General Assembly, if no other ca- 
ses‘of apprehension existed: but when'to these, and as originating in 
some of these causes, the eye is turned to one of our sister States; 
who is probably about to resist openly a law of the United States, 
the General Assembly feels constrained frankly and candidly to ex- ~ 
press its opinions. La l ANS. 
^ It would be perfidious in those intrusted withthe guardianship 
of the State sovereignty, not to warn the’ people 4f encroachments, 
which, though clothed with the pretext of necessity, or disguised by 
arguments of expediency, may #stablish precedents which may ul- 
timately devote a generous and unsuspecting people to all the con- 
sequences of usurped power. e E. f 
Encroachments springing from a government whose organization 
cannot be maintained without the co-operation of the States, furnish:

The acquiescence-of the States under infractions of the federal 
compact, would either beget a speedy consolidation, by" precipitating 
the State governments into impotency and contempt, or prepare the' 
way for a revolution by a repetitionof theseinfractions, until the peo- 
ple are aroused to appear in the majesty of their strength. -Itis to 
avoid these calamities that we exhibit to the people the momentous. 
question, whether the United States constitution shall yield to con- 
structions which defy every, restraint and overwhelm the best hopes

. Resolved, That the General Assenbly of the State of Tennesseé 
doth unequivocally express a firm resolution to maintain and defend: uL 
the Constitution of the United States, and -the- Constitution of this 
State against every aggression, either foreign or-domestic; and that 
they will support: the Government of the United States in all mea- 
sures warrantedbby-the former. — ^ . ent ET .

appeared of a design to expound certain general phrases (which 
having been copied from:the yery limited grant of powers in the 
former articles of*Confederation,' were the Jess liable to be'miscon- 
strued) so as to destroy the meaning and effect of the particular en- 
umeration which necessarily explains and limits the general phrases, 
and so as to consolidate the States by degrees into one sovereignty, 
the obvious tendency and inevitable result of which would be to 
transform the present republican system of the United States into 
an absolute or at best a mixed monarchy. y 
Resolved, Thatit is the opinion of many of this General Assembly, 
that-the acts of the Federal Government, commonly called the Ta- 
riff Acts, avowedly for the purpose of protecting manufactures, are ` 
contrary to the spirit of the Constitution and, in the opinion of all, - 
are unequal, unjust and extremely oppressive on the people of the 
South and West. i , , : 
Yet they do not believe said acts to be such a -deliberate and palpar 
ble violation of the constitution as to warrant a separation of the 
States, or to justify the.violent and intemperate opposition to them 
which has manifested itself in some of the adjoining States of the 
Union; more particularly when there is reasonable ground to-hope, 
from the declared sentiments of the Executive, and the recent action 
of Congress on this important subject, that such modifications of said 
acts, will be made, as will reduce the amount of duties, as near as 
practicable, to the necessary and ordinary expenditures of the go- 
vernment. : . 
Resolved, That the good people of this State having ever felt, and 
continuing to feel, the most sincere affection for their brethren of the 
other States--the truest anxiety for establishing and perpetuating .
